RAISE FORTY BUSHELS OF POTATOES 
ON YOUR 25.FOOT TOWN LOT 


Now that we are at war, and liable to stay in it for several 
years, and food is s¢arce and going to get scarcer, and high in 
price and sure to go higher, the question of food is of vital 
|importance to every man, woman and child in America, and 
one which we should all make a study of. 

Here is a plan by which it is claimed any lot owner can 
| raise forty bushels of potatoes, in a pén, on a space of ground | 
6x8 feet. It has been tried out and demonstrated that if :an 
be done, and if it can we all ought to do it. 


As this is more important than editorial comment. on | 
politics and such things, we are giving up our editorial space | 
this issue to reproduce this article, that being the only way, 


we can make room for it in the paper. We shall try this scheme 
out next winter and spring, and advise others to do likewise, 
as it is inexpensive and may be very profitable. Forty bushels 
of potatoes are worth $150, and may be worth five or six times 
that next year.

YourVacation Days 


Pietures tell a story better and 


originator the greatest plant wizard of the age. 

Like all great discoveries, Hendrick’s method of raising. potatoes is 
founded on such simple elemental principles that one wonders “why somnte- 
one didn’t think of it before.” He had often watched the potato pile in 
{the cellar bin, which every spring sent out its shoots through every pos- 
sible crack and crevice. Sometimes these sprouts would crawl out along 
the floor a distance of seven feet in order to reach the light. From this 
beginning he conceived the idea that if this pile was removed out into 
th open and given soi] and fertilizer, with proper conditions of light and 
moisture, that the potatoes would grow and reproduce their kind. 

How Pen Is Built 

The potato pen is built six feet by eight feet, inside measurement, 

and is six feet high. 
j The pen js built as each layer is placed and planted. You can use 
Roads 1x6-inch boards for the ends and sides, leaving a 2 1-2-inch space between | 
the boards for the potato sprouts to come through. Start the pem with 
a six-inch layer of dirt. Then mark off the plat a foot apart each way, 
allowing six inches:of space for dirt all around between the outer row of 
potatoesgand the inside of the pen. Plant @ potato seed at every cross 
line or intersection of the plat, forty-eight hills to the layer of dirt. Then 
put an inch ér two of well rotted manure over the potatoes and sprinkle | 
good with water. Then lay six inches more of dirt, mark off as before, 
plant, manure and water again. Repeat this operation with enowg? layers 
to fill the pen to the top. To keep the dirt from falling out of the pen as 
the layers are placed, draw up old straw or hay against the cracks or 
crevices. 

As the pen rises place on the fourth layer of dirt in the center of 
one side, about two feet above the ground, a “moist tester.” This is made 
of any piece of timber about the size of the arm, a piece of 4x4-inch by 
three feet long, placed’ so it will protrude from the pen about a foot. 
After the potatoes have been planted three weeks loosen the tester, pull 
out and run your hand.in to determine the moisture. By so doing you 
will know how much water to use on the pen. After the tester has been 
once removed this can be repeated once or twice a week. Watch the 
jtester and keep the dirt in proper condition.

Potato pens my bea started as early nd as late as possible, giving 
potatoes ninety days to mature, excépt the early ones. The usual time 
of planting potatoes in the north is from March to June, but under this 
method the potatoes may be planted much later than is possible under 
open field conditions, where the factor of hot, dry weather must always 
be taken into consideration. With irrigation and every possible condition 
of good potato growing_.moisture, ventilation and drainage—always un- 
der his control, the grower is practically certain of his crop. In his ex- 
periments Hendricks used the Red River Harly Ohios for cutting 
two eyes to a good-sized piece. This year he is experimenting y bai 
ade‘ptations of his plan and expects to have some interesting announce- 
ments to make by next November. -

They Get a New Pair Each Year, and 
the Bravest Get the Biggest. 

As every year horses shed their old 
coats for new ones, so the deer in our 
forests or parks drop their horns. 
Then, in about thirteen weeks, a new 
pair of horns arrives, but they are ten- 
der and easily hurt. 

A deer’s new horns are called “vel- 
vet” because they grow inside of a 
tough skin which is coarse and brown, 
like plush. For a long time he will 
not thrash bis horns in the. brush,.. It 
would be too painful. ° 

When a. deer is without horns he 
feels weak. When the new horns start 
and grow he begins to feel strong 
again. After awhile he tosses his head 
from side to‘side every day, and then 
he rung rapidly through the brush and 
undergrowth. - 

As his new horns become big they 
also become less easily hurt. In run- 
ning through the brush the outer skin, 
or “velvet,” is broken and peeled away. 
In the springtime the “velvet” drops 
off. The deer is then very proud of 
his new clothes. 

If a deer is not afraid of pain he will 
try out his new horns long before his 
mates do. He will not wait until the 
“velvet” Is goné. Wherever this outer 
skin is broken too soon the horn grows 
longer and larger. ,This it is that the 
bravest deer has -the biggest pair of 
horns.—Albany Argus.
